EDITOES BBPUBLICAS: When at the 


urgent request of the Decatur Board of

city, it is money thrown away, and yet 
hundreds of towns and cities have thus 
been built up in a very short time. 
The

do move, and are largely successful in 
moving. Take thecase of Brockton. A 
few years ago a small hamlet, without 
factories, its citizens (not knowing as 
much as the astute editor of the Herald, 
however.) sent some of their best men, 
got some shoe factories to locate there 
and in a few years the small village grew 
to be a bustling, thriving city of 25,000 
to 30,1100 people, all built up on this sin- 
gle industry, and in a way that the Her- 
nId says cannot be done.

Queen Caroline and 
Prince Karl both cherished the same 
idea, and added considerably to the 
buildings.

themselves

v.hil-4 attempting to carry out their 
eleemos.Miary schemes. 
To their dis- 


covery of the impossibility of doin 
gouil, in the way they desired to do it, 
without money, we owe the establish 
inent of the present system—the strang- 
e^t combination of charity and business 
it e\er entered the brain of man to con- 
ceive. 


All the buildings planned by the 
for- 


mer owners of Kreuth afc now com- 
plete. 
Roads have been made, gardens 


laid (Hit, and the conveniences ami lux- 
uries of a first class hotel introduced 
into the badhauser. 


THE HOTEL KRECTII. 


A hotel, Kreuth now is, in name and 


fact, for three months in the year. Dur- 
ing June, July and August it is a charm- 
ing health resort, thronged by wealthy 
tourists, who come and go at will. It is 
in the midst of the most perfect scenery 
in Europe, surrounded by lofty moun- 
tains, with exquisite views on every side 
of winding valleys, silvery lakes and 
foaming torrents. 
In the hotel visitors 


are provided with every comfort and 
luxury they can reasonably desire; and 
for these their royal host requires them 
to pay just what they would have to pay 
—neither more nor less—in an establish- 
ment of equal standing, but of a less an- 
omalous nature. 
As everything is con- 


ducted upon sound economic principles 
—the duke is his own butcher, baker and 
brewer—this innkeeping is most lucra- 
tive; and, when the end of August comes, 
Karl Theodor has always a handsome 
sum at his command. This he always 
sets to work to spend in a manner 
worthy of his race. 
An intimation, 


worded with the most delicate courtesy, 
is conveyed to the paying visitors that 
the time is at hand when their rooms 
will be required for the use of the 
duke's personal friends. These, as soon 
as the ordinary tourists depart, be- 
gin to arrive, and in the course of a few 
days there is not a room left in the hotel 
without its occupant. 
For the whole of 


September, and as much longer as the 
weather will permit, the duke entertains 
some three hundred of those whom he 
styles his friends. 
As a rule, these 


friend.-, u.i e not chosen from among the 
very poor, but rather from, that class— 
the most, to be pitied of all—the shabby 
genteel. Poverty stricken artists, strug- 
gling literary men, half-pay officers, poor 
pioiessors, university students—all are 
ihcre enjoying the rest and change they 
sorely need and can ill afford to pay for. 
During the time they are at Kreuth, not 
unh .in-they provided with rooms, but 
they are fed, tended, cared for and 
treated as honored guests. The only dif- 
ference made between the rich pleasure 
seekers «',n had preceded them and 
themselves is that they, the poor, are 
welcomed with a little more effusive 
friendliness, and a little more trouble is 
taken to prevent their feeling lonely or 
dull. 


In the month of May, too, the hotel is 


put to a like use; and, as each of his 
guests is invited for a fortnight, it fol- 
lows that iu the course of the year the 
Duke Karl 
Theodor 
must entertain 


nearly a thousand of them. Thus lie 
chooses to spend the money he lias 
gained by his three months' innkeeping 
—a right regal way, in truth, of combin- 
ing the roles of prince and trader.—Lon- 
don Graphic.

Young Dunjan Declined to Accept the 


Hear in Payment for the Service. 


Two men who belong to a tribe of 


wandering Russians now camping in 
Wissinoming woods, were nearly killed 
by a big brown grizzly bear hwt evening 
after a desperate battle, on JOark Run 
lane, near Trenton avenue. They were 
rescued by the bravery of Albert Duu- 
gan, the 15-year-old son of Lieut. Dun- 
gan, of the Fifteenth police district. 


The bear belongs to the two men who 


were attacked, and they make a precari- 
ous living by taking him on dancing 
tours. When on these tours he is always 
securely muzzled and led by a chain. 
Yesterday the men thought they would 
see how the bear would behave while off 
the chain and released of his muzzle. 
The animal acted in a docile manner for 
the greater part of the day, and the men 
thought that he bad become entirely 
domesticated. 
About 6 o'clock in the 


evening they sat down by the roadside 
in Dark Run lane and began eating some 
slices of bread which they carried in 
their pockets. 


They were entirely oblivious of bruin, 


who was hungry, too. The powerful 
brute finally decided to seize a share of 
the feast, and be crawled up to one of 
tilt men and seized the unsuspecting 
wanderer in his claws. The 
victim 


shouted, and his companion sprang to 
his help. He tried to get his friend from 
the bear's clutches, but his efforts only 
served to further anger the beast. He 
held his victim with one powerful front 
claw, while he extended the other and 
drew the second man to him. 


When liotb men found themselves 


fairly in the bear's clutches they screamed 
in terror. They struggled in every way 
to release themselves from the vice like, 
grasp, but were unsuccessful.

now lli'imughly confused and vanquish- 
ed, dropped in a heap. 


It was the work of only a few mo- 


ments' time to place the chain and muz- 
zle on tin- defeated brute. The two men 
were almo.-t stripped. Their clothing 
was in rags and they were badly scrat: li- 
ed and bruised in their encounter. They 
were so grateful to young Dungan that 
they wanted to make, him a present of 
the bear, but the boy sensibly declined. 
His timely presence and novel method 
of warfare undoubtedly saved the lives 
of the two men.—Philadelphia Inquirer.
